A MEMORABLE DAY. 


Decatur'a Last Tribute to Grant, 


the Dead Hero. 


Full Text of Dr. J. M. Qreifory'a Eloquent 


Address at tbe ParK. 


A memorable day in the history of De- 


catur, of the Nation and the world, were 
the memorial services held on Saturday 
in connection with the bnrial ot General 
U. 'S. Grant, the soldier-stataeman, at 
Riverside, on the Hudson. In Deoatur 
nearly all of the business houaefl were 
tlosod and draped in habiliments of 
mourning, tbe ohnroh aud fire bells tolled 
nd tbe people by thousands gathered at 
Oakland Park to offer by their presence 
ind attention their last sail tributes to 
he dead commander. In the procession 
which formed at the city park under 
jommand of Chief Marshal Durfee and 
ai.ls. Major G. B. Steele and Capt W. H. 
Shorb, there were the Goodman and Cor- 
et Bands, Deoatur Guard?, Dunham 
•osf, G A. B, Veteran Soldiers, Sons ot 
'eteraus, the members of the old 21st 
ieg't grant's regiment), with Adjt. O. 
I. Fuller in command, serving as guards 
f honor, carriages containing speaker, 
isrgy, choir, and citizens, Uniform De- 
gree Camp of Odd Fellows, Fire Depart- 
ment and citizens iu carriages. Preced- 
ng the 21bt veterans was the finely 
rimmed funeral oar, drawn by four ot J. 
B. Bullard's coal black horses, each horse 
ed by a colored citizen dressed in black 
ud wearing a silk hat. Mr. Bullard pro- 
eded the catafalque, upon which was 
laced a state casket from the Bullard 
stablishment.
